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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

This Notice of Allowance is in response to the BPAI decision on 8/3/1 1 . 

Claims 1, 10, 11, and 25-29 of the 1/1 1/10 copy of the claims are allowed. 
Examiner's Statement of Reason's for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

On 8/3/1 1 the BPAI reversed the 103 rejections of the claims. 

As noted in the BPAI decision, the BPAI stated that the prior art disclosed many 
of the features of the claims. See the 8/3/1 1 BPAI decision. 

However, on page 4 and following, the BPAI stated that the prior art did not 
render obvious these features: 

"(e) filtering, by the processor, the first set of user profiles to create a second set 
of user profiles, wherein the second set of user profiles includes a number of user 
profiles equal to a first threshold variable n having a value indicating the number of user 
profiles contained within the second set of user profiles; 

(f) determining, by the processor, whether the second set of user profiles differs from 
the requesting user's profile by more than a second threshold variable y having a value 
indicating the distance between the second set of user profiles and the requesting 
user's profile; 

The BPAI further stated on page 5: 

"However, according to the claims, the variable n must correspond to a number 
of user profiles having a value indicating the number of user profiles contained within 
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the second set of user profiles. . . Tine Examiner lias not provided an evidentiary basis 
for sliowing liow tine unitless tliresliold value L of Bergh could be modified to represent 
a number of user profiles contained within a set of user profiles as required by the 
claims." 

Hence, as stated on page 5, 6 of the BPAI decision, the 103 rejections are 
reversed. 

Hence, because of the 8/3/1 1 BPAI decision, claims 1 , 10, 1 1 , and 25-29 of the 
1/11/10 copy of the claims are allowed.
